000,000. What Canada does or does not 
want, is not a matter over which tho 
American people spend many sleepless 
nights. To assume that the MoKinlcy bill 
was intended as an implication ol unfriend- 
liness to Canada is grotesque. On equal 
terms reciprocity with Cuuaila is out of the 
question. The only way to secure a homo 
market with 64,000,000 people is to become 
part of the union." 

"One question more, and an important 
one, flow does it some about that you, 
brought up ns nn Englishman, appear so 
stanch u protectionist - ; " 

"Idon'tknowtbatmybeingan Englishman 
has much to do with it one way or other.! I 
have seen the benefits of protection all over 
the country. In the western states it has 
dotted the prairies with prosperous centres 
of industry. In the eastern states it 1ms 
built up immense industries. Under this 
system wo are rapidly becoming the first 
manufacturing, as well as the first agricul- 
tural, nation on earth, and when our new 
shipping bill becomes a law, wo shall 
struggle hard to reach tho top ns a commer- 
cial nation.

Eam.k, Oct. 15. — A "commence" was 
given, last night, to the delegates lo the 
Socialist Congress in the Prince Karl Intern 
hall, Three thousand people attended. The 
red Hag, the emblem of the Socialists, which 
for ten years has been under tho ban in 
Germany, lloated from the platform, from 
which a number o( speeches wero made. 
The proceedings were interspersed with 
songs. A series of tableaux vivmites wore 
given, representing "The struggle of labor 
against capital," " The protection of labor " 
and " The dismissal of Bismurck." tlerr 
lieck, of Zurich, explained that when he 
was exiled from Germany ho oarricd the 
flag that was on the platform from Ka.jsel to 
Zurich, where ho kept it in safety until 
it was now returned to _ his home. Herr 
Woolschargor, of Basil, suiil ho was ashamed 
of the injustice shown by Switzerland to- 
ward the Gorman socialists, but no blame 



should he attached to either the people or 
the government, because tho country, being 
small, was exposed to tho pressure of pow- 
erful neighbors. He believed the SwisB 
government deplored the action it was com- 
pelled to take. In tho gonorul discussion 
sovoral members indulged in violent lan- 
guage. Von Volmnrr, in the interests of 
harmony, implored tho delegates to avoid 
the use of irritating political language. A 
resolution was adopted and ordered to be 
transmitted to the government, declaring it 
was the duty of a Constitutional Govern- 
ment to remit the penalty under which the 
victims of the socialist law tiro Buffering. 

Irish Politics Iu Home. 

LONDON, Sept. lo.^ — Tho Stur states that 
Rt. Rev. Michael I.oguo, Archbishop of the 
Roman Catholic dioceso of Armagh, and 
Primate of all Ireland ; the Rt. llev. Win. 
IT. Walsh, D.D. of Dublin, and Rt. Rev. 
Thos. W. Croko, Archbishop of Tuam, 
hayo'tyceived a summons from the Holy 
Father to appear in Rome early next year. 
The Star considers this an unusual and sig- 
nilicant step, and one not often adopted. It 
is only known to a few that the summons 
has been issued and the Archiepiscopaey is 
greatly interested in the matter.

Tieino Government Itcslorctl.. 

BeiUiK, Oct. 14. — The conservative gov- 
ernment in Tieino agreed to assume power 
again to-day. The conditions made by the 
Bandesrath in reinstating the former gov- 
ernment are that Colonel Kun/.li shall have 
direction of the police and control of elec- 
tions, and the right to veto any political 
acts of the cantonal authorities shall be re- 
tained by the federal government. The 
conservatives will send delegates to a con- 
ciliation conference. Respini, head of the 
conservative government, has resigned. 

The Auglo-PortUgaegG Dispute. 

Lisbon, Oct. 14. — A dispatch from the 
governor of Mozambique, dated October 
1 Ith, confirms the report that English gun' 

nts have entered the Zambezi river. The 
greatest excitement prevails throughout 
Portugal over the news, which shows that 
England is determined to enforce the pro- 
visions of the Anglo-Portuguese convention 
without waiting for the approval of Portu- 
gal. England has for a ioiijj time aspired 
to control the Zambezi river, und free navi- 
gation of that important 6treain was the 
leading clause in the convention which 
has aroused so much opposition in 
Lisbon. In accordance with the 
ultimatum which, as cabled last 
week, was sent by Lord Salisbury, 
the English seem to have now forcibly en- 
tered the river, thereby ignoring Portugal's 
right to approve or disapprove the compact, 
and virtually committing an act of war. 
The feeling of the Portuguese generally is 
strong in favor of hostile retaliation against 
Great Britain, and the Socialists are doing 
all they etui to stimulate popular excitement 
to frenzy and revolution. Several Spanish 
men-of-war and an Italian naval division 
are at Lisbon watching the course of events. 
The new cabinet, to-day, took the oath of 
allegiance to the King. The ministry is a 
coalition one. 

\ Salvation Army Funeral. 

LONDON, Oct. 14. — The funeral of Mrs 
Gen. Booth, who is known as *,'nc " mother 
of the Salvation army," toak place to-day. 
It was mado the occasion of a great demon- 
stration by that organization. The weather 
was exceedingly disagreeable, a murky fog 
enveloping the city, but despite this 
thousands of persons assembled m the 
st reeis to witness the funeral procession. 
Tho route from tho Thames embankment, 
where t he army mustered, to Abney Park 
cemetery, where the remains were in- 
terred, lay through a densely popu- 
lated district. The entire route 
was lined with dense crowds and the 
windows of houses were thronged. 
All railways entering London ran exclusion 
trains. The throng iu the city wis aug- 
mented by immense numbers of Salvation- 
ists and friends from tho provinces. There 
was also a large attendance from foreign 
countries. The army was attired in uniform, 
wearing the white badge of mourning, and 
was everywhere conspicuous. The crowd 
surpassed in numbers that which gathered 
on lord mayor's day. The demonstration 
was a convincing proof that the Salvation 
army wields a powerful influence through- 
out the country. 

Doleful Xcws from the Sea. 

London, Oct. 14. — A number of casks of 
tallow, bearing various marks, have been 
rescued from, the water at Land's [2nd. 
Some of them were marked "Armour, Chi- 
cago.'' A number of carcasses of sheep have 
been washed ashore at bTartland. This 
wreckage is probably from vessels lost in 
the fog. 

stock Market Weakens. 

London, Oct. 14.- Prospects of political 
complications coming out of the difficulty 
between England and Portugal have caused a 
decline in London this morning in all secu- 
rities, and Americans have suffered with 
the lost. It is rumored that a large outside 
house is in trouble.

SVBACCSE, Oct. 10. — The Leland hotel is 
on lire. It is the largest hotel in Central 
Now York. The lite started at one o'clock 
this morning. 

At 2.15 u. in. the fire is still burning. 
Nine engines are piaying streams on the 
flames, but t'ue building will prove a total 
loss. At! Vj o -witness snys that he saw 25 
people lose their lives in attempting to 
escape. AH is confusion. The lire started 
shortly before one o'clock. It is also said 
that live or six people were injured, besides 
the dead. The hotel is six stories high. 
The tire caught in tho kitchen and spread 
rapidly. It soon enveloped the entire 
building. 

At 2:30 a. m. tho hotel was entirely de- 
stroyed, The lire started at 1:15, and in 
three minutes after the building was en- 
tirely enveloped in llaines. The number of 
killed is estimated at twonty-five. Among 
those injured is Cora Tanner, wdio was 
severely burned about the head ami feet 
She was playing an engagement at the 
Grund Opera House, and had a room in the 
hotel, livery physician in the city is on 
tho ground. Miss Tanner's is the only 
name so fur obtained. Most of those killed 
were on the fourth and fifth stories. The 
total loss will reach half a million.

Ship on I'lrr. 

San Francisco, Oct. 14. — Shortly after 
midnight a good deal of excitement was 
caused along the Water front by the state- 
ment that a ship on tire was coming through 
Oolden Oate.

15— This morn- 
ing, about G o'clock, some workmen discov- 
ered the body of a man lying face down, on 
a layer of slabs, at the east end of the Col- 
umbia street extension, near the C. l'.R. 
depot. To their horror and surprise they 
found it to he that of Captuin Dunn, master 
of the bark Titunia. Tho face was much 
bruised und discolored, as thero had beeti a 
considerable effusion of blood, and tho 
clothing was saturated with the rains of the 
preceding night. It could be seen at ii. 
ghinco that the unfortunate gentleman had, 
in the darkness, stepped off the edge of the 
truck and fallen on his face on the rough 
timber. At the place where the accident 
occurred is part of an extension not filled 
up, a space of twenty feet being loft 
vucant. Workmen last evening had begun 
laying another pile of slabs and built 
them up to a height of some two feet, when 
they stopped work. Upon this layer Cap- 
tain Dunn struck in his fall. The distance 
from the level of the street to where the 
body was found was about six feet. Death 
was probably instantaneous, as the deceased 
was well on in years and inclined to "em- 
bonpoint." The theory has been advanced 
that he was probably stunned by the fall, 
and perished from exposure to the inclement 
weather of last night. Little doubt exists 
that death came very quickly after so seri- 
ous a concussion upon a frame so ill-adapted 
to endue such a shock. The accident un- 
doubtedly occurred through tho captain 
mistaking his way, being misled by 
the manner in which several freight 
cars were placed at this point. 
J ust off the south side of Columbia street- 
stood one freight car, and between it and 
the gate was left a spaco almost as wide as 
the street. A person coining ulong the 
south sidewalk of Columbia street after 
leaving the platform of the depot would, if 
a stranger, walk straight off the edge of the 
dock, passing between the cars, as Captain 
Dunn doubtless did. Had tho cars been 
shunted away from the street, us they 
should have been, or left in a manner thut 
would not have formed a perfect trap for 
strangers passing westward of Columbia 
street, there is every possibility that Capt. 
Dunn would have seen the lights on the 
whurf on his right, and been thereby en- 
abled to ascertain his bearings. 

Immediately after finding the body, Cor- 
oner Capt. Pittendrigh proceeded to im- 
panel a jury. The corpse, after being 
viewed by the coroner where it was found, 
was taken on board the Titunia and laid in 
the captain's cabin. The ship's flugs were 
lowered to half-mast, and symptoms of the 
deepest grief were noticed among the offi- 
cers and crew, by whom deceased was ul- 
most idolized. When in Westminster, on 
the voyage before the present one, he was 
tho guest of his Lordship Bishop Sillitoe, 
who held Capt. Dunn iu the highest esteem 
as a friend and as a man. Many other old 
friends of the Captain in Westminster were 
delighted when they had tho opportunity to 
renew- their acquaintance with him, and 
since his arrival in port have done every- 
thing to show their esteem for him. One 
und all unite in praise of the 
line, bluff, hearty, English kind- 
ness which animated Captain Dunn. 
jNccilless to say the announcement of tho 
melancholly affair casta terrible gloom over 
the city; the accident was discussed every- 
where by all with feelings of sympathetic 
sorrow. Only yesterday the captain had 
received a letter from homo, reporting 
everything well and his family waiting for 
Ilia happy return to old England. The 
captain was not the man to keep his joy 
moodily to himself. lie freely informed his 
friends here of the hnppineas tho contents 
of the letter brought him. He was in high 
spirits last evening, and his friends say 
tiiey novel' saw him so jovial and happy. 
Accompanied by Mr. It. Mcl'arland (agent 
for Messr. Bell-Irving, Patterson & Co.) 
Capt. Dunn attended the play in the opera 
house last night and enjoyed it very 
much. About 10:30 the two gentlemen 
left the theatre and called at the club, 
where Captain Dunn had a long conversa- 
tion with Messrs. A. Lwen and D.J. Muun. 
Some time after 12 o'clock, the captain and 
Mr. Ewcn left the club and set off home. 
Mr. Ewen bade Captain Dunn good-night 
at the corner of Begbie and Columbia 
streets, and went up tho former street to 
his own residence, the captain walking oil' 
westward along Columbia street. Mr. 
Ewcn, therefore, was probably the last 
man who saw and spoke to the captain be- 
fore he met his sad and untimely death. 

Captain Dunn was probably one of the 
best known merchant ship captains in tho 
.service, to-day, his reputation as 1 thorough 
seaman and able navigator beiug known and 
respected everywhere. He was about 58 
years of age, and he spent IU years at sea, 
20 as a master. Ho was captain 
of the Titunia for six years, and brought 
her here on her first voyage to this coast 
about six years ago. Since that time he 
has visited the Pacific coast five times in the 
same staunch ship. Captain Dunn was a 
native of London, England, where he leaves 
a found wife and four children, the eldest, 
being sixteen years old. The remains will 
be buried here. There was some talk of 
embalming the body and sending it home 
by the Titunia, but it is said the supersti- 
tions of the seamen regarding the carrying 
of corpses at sea were not to be overcome, 
even in this exceptional instance. 

An inquest was held this afternoon, at 2 
o'clock, in the City Hall. 'Tho witnesses 
were Messrs. A. Ewen R. McFnrland, Mr. 
Morman, male of the Titunia, and several 
others. The evidence went to show that 
the deceased was in his usual good health, 
and was last seen alive this morning. The 
fullest particulars as to the position of the 
ears which stood near the fatal spot were 
exacted, and strong suspicions of negligence 
on the part of those who had charge of 
them were entertained. 

'file jury returned the following verdict : 
" That Capt. Jamea L. Dunn came to his 
death by tailing over the C.P.R. wharf, a 
distance of six feet, on account of thero 
being no danger signal at that point. The 
jury lecommended that a. light, be placed at

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WORK OF THE SYNOD. 



The Bishop of Columbia's Address 
Closer Union of the Church 
in Canada. 



Enlargement of Executive Committee 
—Hospital and Gaol Services— AH 
the Business Disposed of. 

The first session of tho fifth Bynod of 
the dioceso of Columbia was opened in 
Christ Church Cathedral yesterday morn 
ing, when Divino service was read. His 
Lordship the Bishop of Columbia was 
present, and the sermon was preached by 
Rev. J. A. Leakey, who took for his 
text Isaiah lxi, 1. After service tho 
synod assombled in the schoolroom for 
the transaction of business. Those pre- 
sent being : 

His Lordship the Bishop, presiding.

His Lordship then delivered 1 1 i 3 charge 
as follows : 

My reverend brethren of the clergy, and 

brethren of the laity. 
ST.VTi: AND PHOGHESS OF THE OIIlTItcn. 

In alluding to the state and progress of 
t lie Church during the past year, while 
there is very much to he thankful for, 1 
must remark that I think there i> cause 
for anxiety in respect of signs of spiritual 
growth. The number of communicants 
has but slightly increased, and that of 
continuation candidates is very dispropor- 
tioned to the number of baptisms. JTo 
doubt it takes several generations to reach 
a normal state in this respect, hut I think 
there is a great deficiency in provision of 
opportunities, by classes, for the study of 
the Bible and devotion, and for continu- 
ous preparation of tho young for tho rite 
which admits them to the Holy Commun- 
ion. To this subject 1 would earnestly 
call tho attention of tho clergy. 

Since wo met in October, 1889, three 
ordinations have been held, admitting the 
Rev. Frederic Lambert Stephenson to the 
priesthood and Mr. John William Flinton 
and Mr. Ernest George Miller to the Dl- 
aconate. In the same period two clergy 
have left the Diocese, viz: the [lev. F. L, 
Stephenson and the Rev. J. C, Brenton. 
Tho following seven have boon added to 
our list: Tho Rev. W. P. L. Paddon, 
llev. T. J. Christmas, Rev. M. C. 
Browne, Rev. G. W. Taylor, Rev. W. D. 
Barber, Rbv. J. W. Flinton and Rev. E. 
<!. Miller. 

Five new missions have been formed, 
namely Salt Spring, now separated from 
Chemainus, being the electoral district of 
thirteen islands, excepting Kuper; St. 
Barnabas, Spring Ridge ; St. Saviors, 
Victoria West; North and South Cedar, 
■with South part of Nanaimo; and tho 
Wellingtons and Northtiold collieries. 
Tho Islands Missions of Salt Spring 
■would, we had hoped, by this time have 
boon provided for, but the clergyman 
who had engaged to come was prevented 
at the last moment. Tho other four 
now missions are all most important, and 
their occupation by us a necessity it the 
Church ot England is to do her proper 
part in making provision for tiio spread- 
ing Lido of immigration. Our neglect of 
the last lias boon a reproach. I have ap- 
pealed to the S.P.G. for theso and other 
neglected settlements and work 
diocese, but hitherto in vain ; 
hare hopo of help from 
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England towards the 6p1nt11.1l needs , f 
their countrymen emigrating hither, who 
are unable, for (some yours at leant, to 



contribute more than a small portion of 
the incomes of their ministers. 

In this hope 1 have personally under- 
taken, with tho concurrence of the 
Mission Board, tho responsibility of mak- 
ing such provision as to secure for tho 
four last named Missions tho services of 
worthy and competent clergy. 

Tho church at Salt Spring is finished 
with tho exception of some interior fit- 
tings. That of St. Barnabas, Spring 
Ridge, is commenced, as is the church of 
St. Michael's and All Angels at Che- 
mainus. Sites have been secured, and 
some subscriptions obtained or promised, 
for new churches at Comox Bay and 
Victoria \Vu3t. Arrangements have boen 
made for supplying the ministrations of 
tho church to the inmates of the Jubilee 
Hospital who may require them. 

THE MISSION AN'I) ENDOWMENT FUNDS. 

Much encouragement has been afforded 
by tho assistance of tho Clergy Endow- 
ment Fund. The arrears duo to tho 
clergy at our last meeting have been paid 
by it. We have been enabled to resume 
tho work which had been dropped at 
Chemaninus for lack of funds. Somo 
grants to the clergy have been increased 
in view of the exponsiveness of this col- 
ony. Confidence has been given to the 
recipients by the prospect of nioro punc- 
tual payments of their stipends, and con- 
gregations, we trust, have been stimu- 
lated to do their part. 

Wo must bear in mind that tho So- 
ciety for Promoting Christain Knowledge 
promises £500 further for the Endowment 
Fund whenever we can meet that grant 
by £'2,000 raised on our part. 

It i3 important also that tho Mission 
Fund should be rpit only kept up but in- 
creased if possible. Wo shall agree to 
thank tho ladies of the Cathedral of the 
'•Women's Auxiliary" for their steady 
work in raising by their own hands, and 
their collecting branch, not only 8400 as 
originally promised, but now §500 a year 
to the mission fund. This is most ac- 
ceptable. 

Canada's women's auxiliary and oikls' 
friendly society. 
We have been much favored by the 
visits this year of earnest and intelligent 
lady workers in Christian missions and of 
charity. A deputation from the Canadian 
Women's Auxiliary for Domestic, Dioce 
san and Foreign Missions hjiis the first of 
theso. Mrs. Cummings and Miss Pater- 
son afforded not only valuable informa- 
tion us to the extensive work of their so- 
ciety, but left a deep impression that it is 
our duty and privilege here to co-operate 
with them in raising and distributing help 
to both tho Home and Foreign Missions 
of the Church of England in the Domin- 
ion. And we shall soon see our church- 
women hero inaugurate such co-opora- 
tion. Tho other visitor was the Hon. 
Mrs. Joyce, a lady widely known for 
her practical and unselfish benevolence. 
The object sho carries out is the emigra- 
tion of female servants. Theso are in 
the first place carefully selected and must 
all be (jf exceptionally good character. 
Bach party are then sent over ocean and 
rail, attended by a trustworthy matron. 
They are commended to the watchful 
kindness of a committee of churchwomen 
in the town or district to which they go, 
and also to the spiritual care of the cler- 
gy. This is the plan of tho Girls' Friend- 
ly Society which is a distinct 
Church of England Society. The 
British Female Emigration Soci- 
ety is of liko nature, and both are 
operated with wonderful administrative 
ability by their kind .and gifted president, 
the lady I have named. This labor of 
lovo on hor part must be of great advan 
tago to this province, and 1 heartily com 
mend it to tho clergy and laity and their 
families as a work wo ought to take up, 
and to assist by co-operation and sup- 
port. 

A NEW CATHEDRAL, 

I am sure you will not consider this 
occasion unsuitable for allusion to the 
proposal to erect, a stono cathedral on 
tho magnificent site close by where we 
are to-day, and which we hopo will be 
an ornament and prido of the city of 
Victoria. The increase of population, 
the demand for additional accommoda 
tion, and the impossibility of sufficient 
enlargement of the present building, 
make plain and urgent tho necessity 
for a new Cathedral. A Cathedral 
diTers from an ordinary Parish Church 
in being the seat, as its name declares, of 
the Bishop, or Chief Pastor of the Diocese. 
Connected with it is usually a body of 
Clergy who not only perform tho usual 
duties of a parish, but exerciso their gifts 
and powers in more varied ways, and in 
wider fields than are required in tho 
ordinary ministrations. Some will 
carefully maintain the daily round of 
prayer, visit the sick, givo instruction 
to tho young of tho flock. Somo will 
be selected for their learning and powers 
of dealing in the pulpil with dilli- 



cult subjects, and questions of the day, 
and for training candidates for tho 
ministry. Others will go forth as mis- 
sionera to assist the parochial ministry 
in stirring up spiritual life, or will engage 
in evangelistic work in places not yet 
occupied, or during tho sickness or ab- 
sence of tho regular minister. Here, too, 
should be found the best examples in the 
dioceso of the heart-lifting praise, beauty 
of worship, and most frequent com- 
munion. 1 (ere will meet tho synods of 
church, and hero will be tho couris eccle- 
siastical. Within the precincts of a 
cathedral will bo the cathedral library 
and depository of Christian literature, 
and where may be had instructions in 
church music, architecture, history and 
other subjects of deep interest and value 
to clergy and laity of of the dioceso. Our 
present proposed undertaking, of course, 
comes far short of all this future develop- 
ment, but a due sense of the importance 
of the many objects connected with a 
cathedral will servo to stimulate zeal and 
encourage sactilico in accomplishing as 
much as we are able to do upon a worthy 
and enlightened plan. Most earnestly I 
desire to commend this great work to 
every member of the Anglican church in 
this diocese. 

A GENERAL SYNOJ> 

At our Diocesan Synod of October, 
18S9, in reference to a conference pro- 
posed to bo held at Winnipeg the present 
year, it was resolved: 

"That this Synod will welcome with 
satisfaction any well considered measures 
tending to promote closer communion of 
the dioceses of the Church of England in 
in the Dominion of Canada." 

The conference, at which this diocese 
was not represented, took place at Win- 
nipeg, Aug. 15, 1890. It resulted in the 
adoption of tho constitution of a General 
Synod, to consist of all the Bishops of 
the Church of England in the Dominion 
of Canada and New Found land, and of 
delegates from tho clergy and laity elected 
by the provincial and independent Dio- 
cesan .Synod, to lie superior to the 
provincial and other synods, not 
to exact coercive canons or resolutions, 
hut "to have power to deal with all mat- 
ters affecting in any way the general in- 
terests and well being of the church 
within its jurisdiction." This same con- 
ference has decided that the General 
Synod shall be called by the Senior Met- 
ropolitan, to meet at Toronto on the sec- 
ond Wednesday in September, 1893, 
There must be some mistake in this, 113 it 
can hardly be supposed that the dele- 
gates to Winnipeg were authorized to 
settle the whole business of a very novel 
experiment in the normal administration 
of our Holy Church, without first refer- 
ring the results of their consultation to 
every diocese in the Dominion of Canada, 
that we may say whether we shall adopt 
a new system, oradhereto the universally 
recognised and well tried organization of 
Diocesan and Provincial Synods, unfet- 
tered by any higher rule of synod or 
primate. 

1 observe the promntors of this move- 
ment appear to be under the impression 
that tho Anglican Church of Canada is 
broken up into fragments, so much so 
that "unification," "corporate unity." 
"consolidation," is necessary. These 
expressions are surely misleading. Tho 
Church in Canada is quite as much united 
as the Church in tho British Isles. We 
have full intercommunion, the same apos- 
tolic ministry, sacraments, creeds and 
hook of common prayer. Our bishops 
and clergy can interchange pulpits, and 
our communicants and members be freely 
received from one part of the Dominion 
to tho other. I will mention a few objec- 
tions which appear to mo to lio against 
tho scheme for u general synod. 

1. Even if such were practicable and 
desirable, wo are not sufficiently numerous, 
strong or organised to attempt so radical 
an alteration. Our provincial system is 
not yet complete. 

2. Inasmuch as the constitution and 
objects of the proposed higher Synod are 
the same as belong to the Provincial, by 
which all that is needed for the affairs of 
the church can bo done, tho creation of a 
General Synod is superfluous and un- 

NKCKSSAKV. 

J, Doubtless higher Synods than Pro- 
vincial there were and are, such as pat- 
riarchal, national, ecumenical, but these 
have not ordinarily been resorted to ex- 
cept in some great emergency, and such a 
necessity does not in our easu exist. 

■I. Our Mother Church of England has 
not found such a higher system neces- 
sary. 

T). Not only would a General Synod 
as proposed be unnecessary, bur, it would 
tend to impair the influence of tho Pro- 
vincial by treat ing of tho matters usually 
and sufficiently dealt with by the latter. 
Several speakers at tho Winnipeg Con- 
ference admitted that either this injury 
to the Lower Synods would happen or

6. To lmvo ono General Synod for the 
whole Dominion would bo inconvenient, 
•on account of having to draw its members 
from distanced of 2,000 and 3,000 miles, 
and of tho grout expense thus needlessly 
incurred, .ind the time taken in trans- 
acting or discussing businoss belonging to 
all sections of British America, whereas, 
under the provincial system, dioceses are 
grouped together as most convenient for 
their different localities. 

7. A good dual has been said of a 
General Synod, enabling the church to 
speak with ono voice on moral and ro- 
ligious questions, having greater power 
to influence governments and fostering 
tho idea of unity ; whereas governments 
in thesu days aro not moved by ecclesi- 
astical authority, but by public sentiment, 
which must bo influenced not once in 
three or live years, but continually by 
sound teaching of tho clergy and Christian 
example and conversation of faithful lay 
members of tho church, creating not one 
voice, but many voices, everywhere in 
furtherance of tho pure, the good, and 

lie troe. 

8. An instance has been adduced 
favoring the proposed Synod of tho 
General Convention of tho Episcopal 
Church of tho United States, attended by 
all the bishops and selected clergy and 
laiety every tiirue years from all parts of 
tho States, but tho following resolution is 
a testimony that the system is incon 
veniont and needs amendment in the 
•direction of Provincial organization, 

New Yobk, October 0, 1880. —General 
Convention—" Tho Bishop of Central 
Nov/ York oll'cred tho following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted :" " Resolved, 
The House of Deputies concurring that 
a committee consisting of live members 
of this House, including the presiding 
bishop, with five clerical members 
and live lay members of tho House of 
Deputies be appointed to consider and 
report to tho convention of 1893 : (1) 
whether a territorial division of the 
whole church in tho United States and 
the territories is expedient ; (2) by what 
changes in the constitution and cations of 
tho church a system of provincial legisla- 
tion and discipline could be established, 
and (3) on what general plan such a div- 
ision might be effected." 

Still, closer union may well be fosterol 
by us, and may be accomplished by ex- 
tending throughout tho church of the 
whole Dominion institutions in which all 
may have a common interest, and also by 
joint committees from time to time upon 
subjects on which united and similar ac- 
tion may bo desirable. It might bo well 
for each diocesan and provincial synod to 
have a standing committeo on mutual 
relations, with a view to a practical 
• closer action of the Anglican communion 
in British America. 

Upon the conclusion of His Lordship's 
address, the synod adjourned until 2.30 
p.m. 

AFTEKXOO.V SESSION. 

On the resumption of business it was 
moved by Von. Archdeacon Scriven, 
seconded by Be v. Canon Beanlands, that 
the following gentlemen bo appointed re- 
presentatives in conference for the form- 
ation of a Provincial Synod, and that 
they bo also representatives for the dio- 
ceso in such Provincial Synod, if formed: 
Von. Archdeacon Scriven, Rev. A. Bran- 
lands, Rev. J. B.Goed, Rev. G.W.Taylor, 
Rev. W. D. Barber, Rev. .1. A. Leakey 
and Hon. Justices Crease anil Drake, 
Major Dupont, Mr. E. Baynes Reed, Sir 
.Joseph Trutch and Mr. H. E. Croasdaile. 
The motion was carried. 

It was moved by Yen. Archdeacon 
Scriven, that this Synod, while sympa- 
thizing with the desire to draw aogether 
in closer union tho various branches of 
tho Anglican church in B. N, A., is un- 
able, at present, to concur in tho scheme 
for the formation of a general Synod. 

Rev. -I. Good said that no doubt this 
Synod would like to hear more about the 
Winnipeg Conference. 

Major Dupont asked how it happened 
that this diocese bad taken no pan in the 
( Conference, 

Tho Bishop said that representatives 
had been appointed, but they did not at- 
tend. 

.fudge Creaso explained that domestic 
cares prevented hie attendance. Rev. 
Mr. Bolton had been unable to be pre- 
sent, while Sir Joseph Trutch was absent 
in England. 

Major Dupont hoped thai the time 
Would not be far distant when a way 
would bo seen for a closer union of the 
church in Canada. If political confedera- 
tion were desirable, tho same rule should 
apply to ecclesiastical concerns. 

The Bishop said the work of the con- 
ference had not yet been ollicially com- 
municated to him. 

Rev. Mr. Bolton, who had been pres- 
ent, said that the result had been to re- 
move many misunderstandings, the de- 
sire being to have the project generally 
discussed, so that afterwards action could 
be intelligently taken. The feeling was 
in favor of a union. 

Mr. Baynes Reed said that, so far as 
the Eastern dioceses were concerned 
there waa no idea of interfering with or 
coercing this Synod 

Rev. Mr. Goode Was there not an 
idea at the conference to separate from 
England ' 

Rev. Mr. Browne What has tho 
church in EaRtom Canada done for us ? 
What can it do 'I 

Major Dupont observed that, as far as 
lie knew, this diocese had absolute con 
trol and jurisdiction over its own con 
corns. 

Tho Bishop— NVo aro pledged to act in 
accordance with the principles of the 
< 'burch of England. 

Major Dupont thought that it would 
be exceedingly desirable that Borne 
authority could interpose, such as a 
general Synod, so that there should bo no 
lapse or change in the prayer hook or 
character of tho church. Bethought the 
time had arrived when, instead of the 
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Bishop considered this Synod to 
bo entirely under control. As 
Ito bad Paid ho had received no official 
report of the Winnipeg meeting, but he- 
had had a priva'e communication from 
the Metropolitan, who hadsaid that in his 
opinion it would bo long before a union 
was entered in'o by tho Dioccso of As- 
siniboia.

by Mr. Croasdaic, that the Bishop be- 
requested to nominate a committee to 
draught an address to the Arclibishp of 
Canterbury, to ask that the jjraut of tho 
S. P. G. to this Dioeeso bo renewed. 
Carried, 

On motion of Archdeacon Scriven, sec- 
onded by Rev. 1Y1 r. Good, it was after 
discussion resolved to increase the mem- 
bership of tho executivo committee to 
eight clerical and eight .lay members, tho 
quorum remaining tho eanieas at present, 
threo laymen and throe clergymen. 

Archdeacon Scriven presented a reso- 
lution expressing tho thankfulness of the 
Synod for tho opportunity which had boen 
afforded it of serving the public hospital, 
and inviting tho co-operation of members 
of the church in order to servo tho in- 
mates of the gaol. 

Tho Bishop said that the church did 
not claim to serve tho hospital as a right, 
but was glad of tho opportunity of giving 
its ministrations to tho inmates, mid ho 
was suro that all tho resources would be 
forthcoming that wore necessary for car- 
rying on services among the poor crea- 
tures who frequented the prison. 

Ilev. Mr. Taylor said that for months 
the dissenters had been holding afternoon 
services, and it had been his custom to 
hold sorvice there at 11 o'clock in the 
morning. Outsiders wero always wel- 
comed to tho services. He hoped that 
when the Church of England took up the 
matter, as it was now proposed to do, tho 
zeal of the dissenters would flag, as two 
services wero moro thun tho inmates 
could bear. 

Rev. Mr. Taylor moved, in effect, that 
annual missionary meetings be held in 
every parish in tho dinceso during the 
autumn and winter months, to bo ad- 
dressed by delegations, at which collec- 
tions should bo taken up ; and that paro- 
chial collections bo also made, tho pro- 
ceds to be remitted to the treasurer be- 
fore April 25. He said that tho trouble 
was that tho subset iptions wore given by 
tho few rather than by the many, -which 
necessitated heavier contributions by tho 
former. It was intended to ask every 
churchman in tho dioeeso to contribute. 

Mr. Baynes Reed seconded the motion. 
Speeches were made by him and by Rev. 
Mr. Good, Mr, Croasdaile, and Ven. 
Archdeacon Scriven. It was stated that 
the individual contributions to missions 
averaged 25c, and out of the entire 
amount the Bishop gave $200. 
The motion was adopted. 
Tho Bishop appointed the following 
committee of advice on the Bishopric es- 
tate : Judge Drake, Major Dupont, Sir 
Joseph Trutch, Hon. P. O'Reilly, Mr. W. 
C. Ward and Mr. T. R. Smith. 

It was resolved that inasmuch as the 
committee on parish boundaries had not 
reported, a new committee should bo ap- 
pointed by tho Bishop, which should bo 
a standing committee. 

After further business, merely of a 
routine character, tho report of the 
board of missions was adopted, of which 
tho following is a summary : 

That the Bishop Hill Clergy Endow- 
ment fund bad reached S-5,000, and had 
been of great service to the diocese, hav- 
ing enabled the board to pay its grants to 
tho district clergy. Proposed additional 
operations, however, combined to make 
tho board anxious to see the mission 
fund more heartily supported. The fol- 
lowing grants had boon made through the 
Mission Board for the ensuing year :

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LEGITIMATE SPORT. 

Recent events in Victoria show that if 
men who take a pleasuro in legitimate 
sport desire to keep it respectable, they 
must exert themselves energetically and 
with determination keep out of their 
circle men who aro known to bo disrepu- 
table, and to punish those who resort to 
dishonest practices with tho utmost se- 
verity. Clemency or indulgence in thoir 
case is useless and will bo suro to injure 
if not ruin their association. When it is 
known that dishonorable practices will 
not only not bo winked at, butwill be put 
down when discovered with a strong hand, 
thoso who aro dishonestly inclined will 
think twico boforo they resort to any of 
thoir tricks whore it is within the power 
of tho association to call them to account 
and to punish them for attempted or buc- 
cossful fraud, or foul play of any kind. 

We aro pleased to Bee that a rigid 
enquiry is being instituted in the horse 
poisoning caso. The prosecution i3 con- 
ducted' by lawyers of ability and high 
character, and it is to bo hoped that the 
parties, if proved to bo guilty, will bo 
punished as thoy deserve. We would 
liko to see all kinds of legitimate sport 
flourishing in Victoria, but it is very easy 
to bring it into disrepute. There are a 
number of characterless and unscrupulous 
men who make sport a business, who, if 
sport is to be kept up to the proper 
standard in this city, must he well 
watched and carefully avoided. 

MODERN EDUCATION. 

Mr. Frederic Harrison, who is one of 
the ablest men of the day, has not formed 
a very high opinion of the system of 
education that is followed in the schools 
and colleges of Oreat Britain. This is 
what he says in the current number of 
tho Forum : — 

" 1 have now an experience of some 
forty years as student, teacher and ex- 
aminer; and it forces on me a profound 
conviction that our modern education is 
hardening into a narrow and debasing 
mill. Education is over-driven, over- 
systematized, monotonous, mechanical. 

* * * The round of endless examina- 
tion roduees education to a professional 
cram, where tho repetition of given for- 
mulas passes for knowledge, and where 
the accurate memory of some teacher's 

* tips ' takes tho place of thought. Edu- 
cation ought to bo the art of using the 
mind and of arranging knowledge ; it is 
becoming tbo art of swallowing pellets of 
special information. Tho professor 
mashes up a kind of mental ' pemmican,' 
which ho rams into tho learner's gullet. 
When the pupil vomits up those pellets 
it is called ' passing tho examination 
with honors.' " 

Although this is undeniably truo, it is 
surprising how slow tho professional edu- 
cationists are to find it out. Thoy keep 
in tho old worn-out rut, and go on spoil- 
ing tho minds and tho lives of thoso 
whom they aro paid to improve and in- 
struct, completely ignoring what such 
men as Horbort Sponcor, Frederic Har- 
rison, Professor Huxley and scores of 
others have said about thoir methods and 
thoir mistakes. From what wo havo seen 
and heard, wo havo conio to tho conclu- 
sion that tho hardest men in the world to 
tnach aro thoso men who make a business 
of teaching. It is the next thing to im- 
possible to convince them that they are 
wrong in any single particular, and im- 
provements have to bo forced on them 
boforo their adoption can bo seourod. 
They havo not yofc, as a class, learned 
that to train tho mind is not to cram tho 
student's memory with a lot of stuff, mis- 
called knowledge, which ho does not 
jioed nml which cannot be of tho 
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slightest use to him in the work which 
tho world has for him to do. If an in- 
structor in athletics attempted to train a 
rower or a runner in tho way that a pro- 
fessur attempts to train tho mind of a 
pupil, ho would bo regarded as a lit can- 
didate for a lunatic asylum. 



FARTY NAMES. 

It appears to us that tho time has ar- 
rived in this Dominion when public men 
and public journals should discuss public 
questions, without reference to party 
distinctions or party nicknames. When 
there aro Borious matters to consider why 
should sensible men, or men who ought 
to be sensible, distract tho attention of 
their hearers or readers by using words 
that arouse prejudices and antipathies 
which wore never very reasonablo and 
which should now bo laid aside. Tho is- 
sues which made party names, in Canada 
at any rato, significant aro dead and al- 
most forgotten, and why retain the name 
and make a bad use of it when the thing 
it signified is past and gone ? For in- 
stance, what havo the old names, 
Grit and Tory to do with the question 
now uppermost in the public mind which 
is tho advisability of agitating for recipro- 
city with tho United .States, immediately 
after Congress has refused to entertain 
the question of reciprocity i Why try 
and prevent men from coming to a com- 
mon sense conclusion on this important 
subject by calling out in unpleasant and 
reproachful tones "Tory" or "Grit?" 
These old names call up associations 
and raise feelings which aro not conducive 
to a calm consideration of this or any 
question on its merits. And it is on 'their 
merits that all questions should bo consid- 
ered by intelligent Canadians. If Sir John 
Macdonald takes, as we believe ho does, 
the proper ground on this question, his 
being a "Tory " does not make his argu- 
ments either stronger or weaker, or the 
facts he adduces either more or less to 
tho point. In tho same way .Mr. Laurier, 
being a Grit, does not make the stand he 
has taken more or less reasonable, or 
the course which ho advises the po pie 
to jitii suo eithor consistent or inconsistent 
with the national dignity or self-respect. 
Using the party names when discussing 
what tho leaders say on the subject has 
the effect of preventing very considerable 
numbers from ever attempting to exer- 
cising their judgment on what they hear 
and read. Do the speakers and writers 
intend that tho party cries and designa- 
tions shall havo this effect ! Do they 
reason merely for form's sake when they 
depend almost wholly on party prejudice 
to keep those whom thoy address on their 
side ? Ono is tempted to think so. 

Wo believe the appeal to party spirit 
is, in thoso dr.ys, unwise. Many men aro 
beginning to see exactly what it mean-', 
and they aro asserting their right to 
think for themselves in spite of old as- 
sociations and party predilections. We 
observe that tho people want to be 
reasoned with. They want to hoar what 
both sides have to say on the subject, 
and the speaker or writer Who pays them 
tho compliment of treating them as ra- 
tional beings, endowed with the power of 
thinking, is treated with respect. For 
our part we are glad of this. We want 
to see our countrymen taking the side 
which their reason convinces them is 
right. A man who appears before tho 
people is not always now asked, " What 
side do you belong to;" But generally 
the question is, " What have you got to 
say for yourself?" This is why we 
think that those whoso business or whose 
duty it is either to instruct or to advise 
the people should make as few references 
to party as possible, and should appeal 
to the reason and the common sense of 
thoso whom they address. 

EFFICACIOUS. 

A comparison between the mortality of 
Franco and that of England, according to 
the London Times, proves the efficacy 
of enlightened sanitary regulations. 
Although the birth rato in France is only 
215 in tho 1,000 inhabitants and that of 
England ,!1 in tho 1,000, the death rate 
of Franco is 22 - .'l por thousand, while 
that of England is under 1!). This was 
not for a month or a year or any period 
in which thu death rato might bo in- 
creased by some unusual cause, but for 
live years, from the beginning of 1884 to 
tbo end of 1888. What makes tho differ 
onco botweon tho mortality of tho two 
countries moro remarkable ia that there 
aro fewer children in proportion to the 
population in France than in England. 
As overy one knows, the greatest mor- 
tality is infant mortality. For overy 
seven children born in Franco there are 
nino born in England, but for every 
seven deaths that, take placo in France 
only six take place in England, 

It is said that sanitary law is much 
better observed in England than in 
France. In sonio of tho French towns 
tho mortality is very high indeed, being 
in one as high as 53 in tho 1,000, while 
tho highest death rate in any English 
town does not roach :!'_'. In tho French 
towns whero tho death rate is so fright- 
fully high the drainage is bad and tho 
water supply contaminated. The con- 
nection between tho catiso and tho effect 
is so plain in overy caso as to bo easily 
discerned by allbuttlio.se who ate densely 
ignorant and stupid or wilfully blind, 

Tho Times, in speaking of tho ofl'oct 



of sanitary improvement in diminishing 
tho death rate, Bays: Tho results have 
been so striking and aro displayed in fig- 
ures so carefully prepared, that no onociiii 
any longer dispute tho essentially profita- 
ble character of tho work that has been 
accomplished ; and hence many of ub aro 
beginning to think that other nations 
must bo without excuse if thoy any 
longer fail to follow our example. It is 
well to experience self-satisfaction, but it 
is far bettor to bo able to point to tho 
solid ground on which it rests." 

Tho health of London is remarkable. 
In that immense city it might bo supposed 
it would be impossible to compel tho gen- 
eral observance of sanitary regulations, 
Tho intelligent inquirer might bo easily 
excused if ho cmiiu to tho conclusion that 
tho life of both infant and adult would 
bo worth less in London than in small 
towns where there is moro spaco and 
where tho authorities, it might bo ex- 
pected, would bo better ablo to onforco 
tho laws enacted to preservo the public 
health. But tho contrary is the case. 
Tho mortality of London is considerably 
less than that of many small towns. Tho 
death rate in London for tho live years 
mentioned above was 19, whilo that of 
Paris was 23.5, in Manchester 20.1, and 
in Brest \V2. Commenting on tho low 
comparative death rate of London, the 
Times says : 

" Whatever may be the explanation of 
the exceptional absence of mortality, it is 
at least suro that tho healthfulness of 
the metropolis, as a placo of residence, 
whether for children or for adults, has 
been for many years steadily increasing ; 
and also that it has been increasing in 
proportion to the caro with which sani- 
tary improvements have been carried in- 
to ell'ect. This truth has, indeed, now 
sunk so deeply into the public mind that 
almost all classes but tbo very lowest 
are ready to complain of any ordinary 
causes of illness which may exist around 
them; and public authorities, almost 
without exception, appear to havo at- 
tained to a sound, practical recognition 
of the duties which tho progress of know- 
ledge has imposed upon them. Coupled 
with thoseconditions an immense ameli- 
oration of tho lives of multitudes of Lon- 
doners has been effected by tho weekly 
half-holiday, by the universal facilities of 
access to tbo country or to tho suburbs, 
by tho nniltiplic.it ion of open spaces, by 
the provision of plots of ground devoted 
to cricket anil other games, and, in con- 
trast to what wo have said about too 
many of tho French, by the excellent 
food which our working classes are ac- 
customed plentifully to partake, and 
which a long period of fair industrial pros- 
perity, coupled with skilful organizations, 
lias rendered always available for their 
use. Few things are more pleasant from 
this point of view than to walk through 
some of those quarters of London which 
are mainly inhabited by artisans and 
other wage-earners, and to observe the 
quantity and quality of the food con- 
tained in tho shops, which exist only by 
ministering to their wants." 

This is strong and very valuable testi- 
mony to the efficacy of the observance 
of sanitary law. Cleanliness, pure air, 
and pure water.with plenty of wholesome 
food, aro tho conditions necessary for 
tho preservation of the public health. The 
first three of these it is tho business of 
the civic authorities to provide for the 
citizens, the last jthey will take pretty good 
care to provide for themselves if it is at 
all possible.

A FATAL SHOT 

Terminates the Life of u Victoria Indian 
Known ua .llni." 

■lust as the clocks were striking noon, 
yesterday, n gun shot startled the inhabit- 
ants of the Indian reserve, and it was found 
that the life of a well-known Indian known 
as Jim had been brought to an end. The 
shooting was under somewhat peculiar cir- 
cumstances, and an inquest will be held on 
the body of the dead Indian at 1 o'clock 
t his afternoon. 

Scarcely minutes before his death, Jim 
had been conversing and joking with 
Dominion Officer Lewis at the door of the 
friend's cabin in which he died. He had 
just returned from a shooting expedition 
and was in excellent spirits. Bidding Mr. 
Lewis good-bye, he entered the cabin, 
shutting and fastening the door, and almost 
immediately the shot was heard, and the 
ollieer, burst ing in the door, found the 
Indian dying. Within a minute he breathed 
his last, the smoking gun - an old Hudson 
Bay musket — still grasped by the end of the 
barrel. 

Tho charge hud entered the abdomen, 
causing death almost immediately. There 
was uo one else in the cabin at the time cf 
the accident or suicide, and particulars of 
bow it occurred are therefore only mere 
guesses. Ollieer Lewis says that he heard 
Jim talking to himself in the Indian 
language alter he entered the hut, hut 
could not distinguish what he said. He 
could easily have shot himself by pressing 
the trigger of the gun with his foot, but 
suicide was hardly likely. The deceased 
was a sober, industrious Si wash, and was 
for some time employed by the Hudson Bay- 
Co. on their upland farm.

She was urged by her 
brother to come to New York at once as her 
signature was all that was necessary to 
secure her share, the brother having already 
secured his portion. The poor woman, who 
was completely prostrated by the death of 
her husband, paid little or no attention to 
what would, under ordinary circumstances, 
have been glorious news, declaring that 
help had come too late. Her brother was 
wired, however, that she would go to New 
York an soon ;iM her condition would per- 
mit. 

In a Serious Plight, 

New York, Oct. 13.— Alfred M. linker, 
brokor, of No. 1 New street, was arrested 
to-day on complaint of S. V. White, who 
charged him with circulating a report detri- 
mental to his financial standing. The ar- 
rest was caused on affidavit made by Her- 
man Deciding, of tho firm of Worton & Co., 
who says that on the 8th inst. , 1'. Parker 
came into their ollice and, after making 
some inquiries about the Delaware & Lacka- 
wanna, said that the stock would soon sell 
at 120, and that Stephen V. White would 
break within sixty days. The rumor became 
current, and for a time greatly uf- 
feetcd the market value of Lackawanna 
stock. Tbe prisoner was arraigned in 
police court this afternoon and hail in the 
case was fixed at $2,500. The examination 
in the ease will be held to-morrow. The 
penalty of Parker's offence is three months 
imprisonment or a fine of $5,000, 



AN OUTSIDE OPINION. 

What Mr. D. Ctaisholro, of Port Hour. Thinks 
of British Columbia. 

Mr. D. Chialiolm, of Port Hope, (Int., 
in tho course of a long interview with the 
Times of that busy town, has the follow- 
ing to say of this city and provinco, which 
ho recently visited : — 

" What do I think of the province ! 
Well, that question involves a long 
answer. Tho weather whilst 1 was there 
was simply delightful, and tho scenery 
between sea, river and mountain, grand. 
The climate is the British Columbians' 
strong point. They claim to have tho 
finest and must equable climate in the 
world. The business of the provinco 
seems made up of special interests, and 
these in few and strong hands. For in- 
stance, the coal is in the hands of the 
Dunsmuirs, and i3 selling at £8 a tun in 
Victoria. Tho great lumber industries 
are in the hands of firms or companies. 
Salmon and mining industries are han- 
dled by rich people or corporations. The 
great want of British Columbia is a farm- 
ing class. They have some of the rich- 
est farming lands in the world, yet they 
send to Culiforuia and Manitoba for their 
butter and eggs, and tho prices of these 
articles and others, the produce of tho 
farm, are fabulous. Eggs, sometimes. 1 
was told, go up to §J a dozen, and at 
Christinas time a good turkey will bring 
$4." 

In reply to tho question "What do you 
third; of Victoria.' " Mr. Chisholiii said: 
" Victoria is an old, rich and solid city. 
It is generally represented as a slow, 
sleepy place, but it did not so appear to 
me. The streets had all the bustle of any 
Canadian city. The harbors were quite 
busy with shipping. Large saw mills are 
in operation here. This ia the headquar- 
ters of the seal fishery. Many ot tho 
craft were lying in the harbor and owned 
by Victorians. Electric railways cover 
tho city. The si nation is very beautiful 
and the inhabitants claim that their cli- 
mate is PAR fxcellence the climate. 
Tho population has had several thousand 
added to it within a few years; in fact, all 
the towns have increased anil are increas- 
ing in population. There arc a great 
many new buildings going up in Victoria. 
The progress of British Columbia ill tho 
next live years will bo by leaps anil 
bounds. Eastern people are going in 
there rapidly and new idoas of progress 
are in the air.''
